SHIPPING SEASON. We begin shipping about October Ist and con- 
tinue to about April Ist. 

GRADING. We grade by height and caliper, the caliper always gov- 
erning unless otherwise specified by purchaser. 

PACKING is done by experienced men under a competent foreman 
and all shipments are put up in best possible manner. Usual charges for 
boxing and baling. 

TERMS AND PRICES. Thirty days net to responsible parties un- 
less otherwise arranged before stock is shipped Orders from parties un- 
known to us must be accompanied by cash in full. Or we will ship C. O. 
D. or ‘‘Order Notify’? when 20% of the amount of the order accompanies it. 
Prices named in this list are net-and subject to change without notice. 

GUARANTEE. Our stock is grown and handled by capable, experi- 
enced men and great care is exercised to keep varieties pure and true to 
name. We hold ourselves at all times ready to replace, on proper proof, 
all stock that may prove otherwise, but will not at any time be liable for any 
amount greater than the original price paid us. All orders are accepted 
only on this condition and that they shall be void should any injury befall 
the stock from frost, hail, storm, fire or other causes beyond our control. 

SHIPPING DIRECTIONS.—We respectfully ask our patrons to furnish 
us with explicit directions as to shipping. and the mode of conveyance by 
which they desire trees forwarded. When no particular directions are 
given, we forward according to the best of our judgment But in no case 
do we assume any responsibility as to safe delivery and condition of Trees and 
Planis after a proper shipment by us. 

All trees travel at purchaser’s expense and risk. In case of loss 
or damage in transit, claims must be made against transportation com- 
panies, but we will be glad to help collect claims, or in. ease of delayed 
shipments, will have them traced and delivery effected as soon as we can. 

Rx#LEASE.—When prepayment of freight is not required, we will Re- 
lease and Guarantee, aid take forwarder’s receipt and mail to consiynee. 
It is left to the option of the shipger of trees over some railroads, whether 
he will release them or not under the clause ‘‘Value limited to $3.00 per 
100 lbs.’’ If released under this clause, the freight is less on roads govern- 
ed by this classification, and we will assume it to be proper to make this 
release, without reference to the value of the trees, unless instructed to the 
contrary. This clause does not apply upon roads under some of the district 
classifications, and because of this confusion we will not be held responsi- 
ble for any oversight to releasé, unless instructed by our customers. Claims 
for delay or loss must be made to the forwarders. 


ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by telegraph, at our expense, 
if there is any cause of complaint, or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons Claims for deduction, from’ whatever cause, will receive con- 
sideration only w*en made promptiy uron the recipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they can usually be restored by 
being thoroughly watered and buried entirely under the ground for two 
or three davs. Should tiere be any frost in the trees upon arrival, they 
should not be removed from the box until the frost is all out The box 
should be placed in a cellar or protected in some other way. The presence 
of frost in the boxes is not to be considered an evidence of bad condition, 
as we pack to secure the trees against damage, if the frost is allowed to 
come out in the natural way. Goods will be considered accepted if remoy- 
ed from the boxes in which they are packed, without notice of complaint to 
us and without our orders for their disposition.
